This  coming  Spring  the  American  College  Theatre  Festival 
(made  possible  through  the  joint  cooperation  of  American  Air¬ 
lines,  Friends  of  the  Kennedy  Center,  the  Smithsonian  Institute, 
the  American  Educational  Theatre  Association,  and  the  American 
National  Theatre  Academy)  will  present  ten  outstanding  college 
theatre  productions  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  selected  student 
companies  will  give  three  performances  of  their  winning  entries 
and  join  their  fellow  participants  for  symposiums  and  conferences. 
The  Emerson  College  Department  of  Dramatic  Arts'  presentation 
of  "Peer  Gynt"  is  being  considered  as  a  regional  entry  from  New 
England. 

Written  in  1867,  Ibsen's  hero  can  be  seen  as  a  prototype  of  man 
today.  Peer  Gynt,  that  modern  embodiement  of  success  based 
on  a  life  of  hypocrisy,  self  indulgence,  and  compromise,  gains 
the  world  by  championing  the  temporary,  seeing  the  ugly  as  beau¬ 
tiful,  and  acting  upon  illusion  as  truth.  His  whirlwind  life  whisks 
him  from  the  shelter  of  his  Norwegian  home,  through  a  madhouse 
in  Cairo  (a  kingdom  of  self  indulgence  where  ego  is  victor  over 
reality),  and  to  existence  beyond  madness.  Peer's  inner  self  is 
never  realized,  except  in  the  pure  love  of  Solveig,  and  thus  his 
life  is  empty.  Peer's  life  is  ours,  a  tragedy  of  self  deception,' 
evasion,  and  waste.
